In a three-hour duei with powerful German coastal batteries today 
this proud old queen of the older fleet sustained two direct hits, 
innumerable damaging near misses, and had to fight two fires 
spreading on the main deck.

A nine or 11-inch shell hit dead on top of the conning 
tower, blew up with terrific noise into the navigation bridge eight 
feet directly above, mortally wounded the helmsman, seriously 
wounding four others, and wrecking a third of the bridge and 
some of its controls. 


Carries On Fight From Conning Tower 


Before the choking clouds of gna te smoke had cleared 
away, Captain Charles A. Baker, U 50, of Washington, 
D. C.acommanding officer, miraculously unhurt, had completed 
his order: “Clear the bridge ... All hands below .. ,” carried on, 
then, from the conning tower.

President Roosevelt’s speech to the nation on last Saturday 
night will not receive the complete indorsement it merits because 


this is a political year and it is inevitable the opposition will fit. 


their comments'into their accustomed pattern and find something 
to condemn. : 

Despite the fact the President watered down his speech more 
than was necessary in a studied effort to avoid any possible cry 
of “politics,” it remains an important and éncouraging speech. © 

The President has seen at first hand what we have built in 
the Hawaiian Islands and in the long string of cruelly weather- 
beaten Aleutian Islands. 

He sees them not merely as bastions of defense, but as im- 
portant bases for trade and commerce in the postwar world of 
greatly increased shipping and air-freight traffic. . 

He intimated, too, that we will have, if we do not already have, 
other bases in the Pacific nearer to Japan than those we now 
possess, probably some of the French or English-owned islands. 
Treaty or a permanent mutual-aid agreement could provide 
the bases. 

Not many Americans realize the vast area of Alaska. It is 
difficult to visit. Nor do many of us appreciate its resources and 
the fact that it is.the last of our frontiers where the pioneer 
spirit still may find new lands, forests, mines, untouched and as 
challenging as any prospect which lured men and women west- 
ward when this country’s west was new and untouched. It seems 
even the President himself, student and geographer that he is, 
did not fully comprehend alt the possibilities of Alaska. 

At any rate, his enthusiasm for what he saw prompted him to 
visualize Alaska as a place where many of the soldiers of this 
‘war, whose roots are not firmly set in any one locality, might want 
to establish themselves. It may be that he had in his mind what 
many thoughtful Americans have had in their minds—a recent 
survey which showed that an approximate 60 per cent of the men 
in service hadn’t really liked the jobs they had “before the war 
and wanted to “get into something new.” It is a good idea. We 
must develop Alaska. 

The President saw, and properly we think, the importance 
of Alaska and the Pacific northwest, in the trade of the future. 
There will be trade through Siberia. There will be air and sea 
routes to China and Asia. 

The President made it plain the United States wanted no 
territory on the continent of Asia. 

He made it equally plain that the power of Japan must, and 
will be, crushed for all time to come. He revealed that more 
than a million men are overseas engaged in the warfare in the 
Pacific, and that the war goes well. 

He spoke of conferences with “my good friend, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur,” and of plans made. Those plans, we feel sure, will begin 
to reach their peak in mid-autumin. 

It was a good report. It was heartening, sound, and it looked 
toward the future with vision and with prophecy. 


Not Worth Picking Up. 

Numerous stories from France since the present great drive 
by .American armor got under way, tell of Germans, trying to 
surrender, being either ignored by the fast-moving doughboys 
or told to give themselves up to the French civilians, 

It must be terribly embarrassing to one of the self-proclaimed 
“supermen,’ one who has strutted around among the helpiess 
French for months or years, to decide to become a prisoner of 
the Allies and then find he is so inconsequential our troops do 
not consider him worth the trouble of hauling him ‘in! 

The German with overwhelming mechanics of war was able 
to ride roughshod over weaker and ill-prepared nations a few 
years ago. But, as am individual, without his superior weight of 
arms, he is nothing, an inconsequential nobody whose surrender 
is a matter of indifference! 


A Real Victory 


There is nothing to be gained by attempting to belittle the 
victory the Japanese have won at Hengyang. They have taken 
this Chinese city, the most important objective in the Chinese 
arena of conflict, after a siege that lasted more than a month 
and that succeeded only after all the Chinese defenders had 
been killed. : 

It is the greatest victory the Japanese have won since 1942. 
[It opens the way for them to split China in two and will pose 
most serious problems for Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
his staff. It will, undoubtedly, delay the final defeat of the

Editor, Constitution: In spite of 
the fact that the majority of the 
nation’s newspapers have long sup- 
ported the efforts of the FEPC, the 
southern white press has contin- 
ually attacked this agency. It has 
been gratifying that until recently, 
the Atlanta Constitution has taken 
little part in the majority of these 
attacks. However, on August 7 
and August 11 it added its voice 
to other southern critics, attempt- 
ing to place upon FEPC the blame 
for the Philadelphia strike. Instead 
of waiting for the facts in the case 
to be revealed by the federal grand 
jury, and instead of recognizing 
that this strike has been condemn- 
ed by marty of the nation’s leading 
papers as an undemocratic dem- 
onstration with many underlying 
causes, these southern critics have 
chosen to indict the FEPC as hav- 
ing sole responsibility. 


It is an acknowledged fact that 
one-sided presentation of news 
does not make for national unity 
nor community good will. We be- 
lieve that newspapers should be 
instruments for the public good. 
We further believe that partial 
presentation of news is grossly un- 
fair to the total community. By 
and large the southern press has 
failed to tell the public the truth, 
the whole truth, about the FEPC. 
Such practice does not contribute 
to the development of sound com- 
munity relationships, 


The executive order establishing 
the FEPC states that, among other 
things, there shall be no discrimi- 
nation.in employment in war in- 
dustries. The Atlanta Constitution 
states that Senator Russell “has no 
quarrel with the FEPC as created” 
and urges Mr. Russell to “keep this 
before the senate of the United 
States until the FEPC is abolished 
or forced to do only the job it was 
created to do.” The Constitution's 
principal concern seems to be one 
of jurisdiction and authority. It 
states that “By no-stretching of 
the point or imagination can it be 
said the FEPC had any business 
whatsoever dealing with the street 
railway business in Philadelphia.” 


In its necessary working rela- 
tionship with the War Manpower 
Commission, the FEPC has accept- 
ed the War Manpower Commis- 
sion’s list of essential war indus- 
tries as an operating definition. 
Included on that list are railroads 
and local street railway systems. 
We believe that “by no stretching 
of the point or imagination” can 
this war be won without the es- 
sential services of these two in- 
dustries, and therefore agree with 
the War Manpower Commission in 
their inclusion on ‘the list. We 
further believe that any law or or- 
der must be interpreted in order 
to be put into action, The FEPC, 
like all other organizations, must 
establish a basis for operation. 
What better definition of “war in- 
dustries” can be had than that set 
forth by the War Manpower Com- 
mission, which is the agency re- 
sponsible for the mobilization and 
utilization of the nation’s man- 
power to win a war? 


Therefore, it is our considered 
opinion that the FEPC is attempt 
ing to do “only the job it was 
created to do.” And in this par- 
ticular instance, we respectfully 
submit to the Atlanta Constitution 
that its position is not warranted 
by the facts.

One of these days, perhaps in the lifetime of . a8 
we old gaffers in our forties, it will be perfectly 
possible, and practical, to get in one’s car and drive to Moscow, 
Chungking, Chine; Delhi, India, or to Paris, Madrid—even to Lon- 
don—by putting the car on a channel boat for a two-hour ferry trip 
across to the landing at Dover. . 


I have left out a few way stations one may make on such a trip, 
such as Turkey, Iran, Iraq, Poland, Norway, Sweden, Finland. 
And others. 


Really, I am ashamed of that indefatigable person, the American 
tourist. Can it be that gas coupons have crushed his once indomita- 
ble will; that he no longer strain toward the horizon and hotel 
clerks to whom he may tell, as he registers for him and the 
missus, how they made 587 miles that day and could have gone on 
— decided to stop on account of the town having such a pleasant 
ook? 


Has the American tourist quit cold? 


I do not seem to have heard much of late except a few plans to 
drive up the Alaska highway. A few hardy souls have mentioned 
—— and South America, That's all right. But that trip is easy 
as pie. 


Why not a little drive over to Normandy to see where we landed 
on that fateful morning in early June, going via Moscow? 


It will be possible in less than 20 years. 


That is my honest guess. And the only stimulant I have had 
is coffee. 


THE BERING STRAIT President Roosevelt came back from 
his journey to Alaska and the Aleu- 


tians and spoke of the great flow of trade which was sure to move 
between Alaska and our great Northwest and Siberia. 


That is quite inevitable. 


Thousands of airplanes and many thousands of tons of freight 
have moved over that. route already. 


Russia is as aware of it as we. 
Now, as to that tourist trip you can start planning— 
It is but 36 miles from Alaska to Cape Dezhneva in Siberia. 


There are islands in between, about midway, as a matter of fact. 
It would be, measured against ‘the tremendous engineering jobs 
already done, a relatively simple task to bridge that narrow body of 
water. 


The Alaskan highway already is built. It will require consid- 
erable more attention and work before it will be ready for tourist 
travel. But the basic construction job is done, 


Building that road was a more difficult engineering task, by far, 
than would be the building of a bridge across the Bering strait. 


There is a little known bit of history about the dream of a bridge 
from the United States to Russia. Such a plan was made in the late 
nineties and some preliminary surveys .were made, 


There also was a plan for a tunnel under the strait, just ag there 
were plans for a tunnel under the English channel, Work actually 
was begun on that job and some progress made before a decision 
was reached to abandon it, 


So, this is no new dream and no fantastic idea. 


It is perfectly possible and it will be done. Russia is sure to 
build a great network of roads once the war is done. So will China, 
but at a much slower pace than the Soviets. The idea of a motor 
tour from this country to Europe, traveling always by road, is not 
really fantastic. It will come easily in the lifetime of this generetion. 


PETER THE GREAT It was not until 1728 that the then 
civilized world knew for sure’ that Asia 
was not connected with America. 


Time was, of course, when it was. The theory is that the first 
life to come to this continent came in waves from Asia, the people 
walking across the then existing link and coming later, perhaps, in 
small craft as they could at this very day.

Of Town in France 


There is a town in Brittany which has, since 
the American armies captured that French penin- 
sula, been in the news, The name of the place 
r haunts me. I have a dim sense of familiarity 
with the name, yet cannot place in what way it is so familiar. 


The place is Quimper, not far from Brest. Aecording to Webster, 
the dictionary man, it is pronounced “‘Kanpar,” with the first “a’”’ 
short and the second long.

ITALIAN CAMPAIGN It is but natural that most of our 


attention be centered upon the more 
spectacular fighting in France and in Russia, rather than on Italy. 
We are interested, of course, and elated at each success by General 
Clark’s Fifth Army or by the comrades in arms of the British 
Eighth Army., To say nothing of the Poles, French and other 
fighters for freedom along the front from Pisa to the Adriatic. 


Nevertheless, ‘to most of us, the Italian fighting has been rele- 
gated to a very secondary place in our daily war realizations. 


That the Italian front is extremely vital in the over-all strategy 
of the European operations is pointed out by a captured German 
army officer, now a member of that “National Committee to Free 
Germany,” formed among German prisoners of war in Russia. 

Speaking from Moscow, this German officer, a Colonel Van- 
hoven, says: | 

“German propaganda has been trying for many months to mini- 
mize the importance of the fighting in Italy. Events stand in 
marked contrast with those propaganda efforts. 

“Kesselring will have to withdraw further northwards, and the 
Allied air forces will find an ever shorter route to targets in 
southern and eastern France, in southern Germany and Austria, 
and the entire Balkans. Defeat will jeopardize the Balkans and 
positions in the south of France. This will mean the complete 
destruction of armament works in these territories; it will mean 
complete disorganization of all transport. In Rumania, oil pro- 
duction will be completely paralyzed. These losses, together with 
losses in the war industries of northern Italy, will be yet another 
catastrophe for Hitler. Moreover, the occupation of northern Italy 
will render Hitler’s position in southern France most precarious,” 


ARMIES OF THE NEAR .EAST And, speaking of the Bal- 


kans, it would not be sur: 
prising if, in the near future, a new and dramatic war development 
should occur in the general area of the Eastern Mediterranean. 
Don't forget that strong Allied forces have been waiting, mark- 
ing time, in that area, for a couple of years at least. 


Be sure the Allied high command will use those forces when the 


‘right moment for the most effective blow comes.

NEW YORK—Last winter a 
man from Akron called up and 
said we were losing a great many 
of those big tires for artillery and 
other big war machines and bomb- 
ers because the union rules made 
it impossible for willing workers

If they exceeded the limits set 
by the group of unions represent- 
ed by Sidney Hillman, of the Po- 
litical Action Committee, to whom 
Francis Biddle, the attorney gen- 
eral, made a furtive political pil- 
grimage during the Democratic 
convention, they would be heckled 
and persecuted, they might be ex- 
pelled from the union and, thus, 
fired altogether; and they might 
be beaten up by the goons.

by exposing the situation, but I 
thought not. The American people 
are just so numb and blase that 
they no longer give a damn. We 
have had thousands of such cases. 
Thurman Arnold made a big: fac- 
tual record of. man-wasting prac- 
tices enforced on workers by the 
unions and the American people 
just tawned him off. 


Since then, as before, Biddle’s 
Department of: Justice has been 
protecting the unions even though 
the Army is crying up sabotages, 
especially of those tires. We even 
hear today that some number of 
American soldiers will be killed 
in France for lack of those Akron 
tires which might have been but 
aren't.

The Akron man said the short- 
age would be felt in about three 
months, Now it is here and a sur- 
vey by the War Manpower Com- 
mission confirms all that he said 
then.

By Newsmen’s Poll 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Newsweek maga- 
zine has just announ the results of its initial 
™ poll of 50 selected Washington co 
as. the presidential race. | 
What makes the findings interesting is that similar polls 
by the magazine in the past have never been wrong. That 
say, the consensus of the correspondents taking part in other 
tion previews of the kind has always proven correct as to the 
ning candidate, 
The current survey, which is only the first of the 1944 os 
with others to follow later, shows President Roosevelt is 
a two-to-one favorite among the correspondents to win reelection 
over Governor Thomas E, Dewey, the Republican nominee. 


33 TO 17 Of the 50 Washington news writers selected to par- 
ticipate in the poll, 33 named Mr. Roosevelt as the 


~candidate they expected to win in this year’s presidential election, 


The remaining 17 named Dewey. 


Taken at face value those figures do not necessarily mean any- 
thing. Out of the several hundred active members of the press in 
Washington it would be possible to hand pick 50 correspondeats 
who unanimously would pick either Roosevelt or Dewey to win, 
depending on their political affiliations or the way their prejudices 
lay. 

Newsweek, in order to give its poll standing, sought to strike a 
balance between the two groups. 


‘Proof enough that it succeeded in this is found in the answers 
to another question asked in the poll: Whose election do you think 
would be to the best interest of the country, that of Roosevelt or 
ri tH On this 23 named Dewey and 21 Roosevelt, with six un- 
decided. 

In other words, while the division among the 50 correspondents 
was about half and half as to whose election would be to the best 
interest of the country, indicating their Democratic or 
preferences, the news writers were much more one-sided t 
two-to-one—in their opinions as to who would win the election.

ADDED WEIGHT The significance of this is that regardless of 

how impartial a person tries to be in mak- 
ing an election fdrecast, his opinion is necessarily shaded somewhat 
by what he would like to see happen, Hence all the more weight 
is to be attached to a poll wherein 23 of the 50 participants indicate 
a personal preference for Dewey's election, while only 17 are willing 
to venture an opinion that-he will win. 

The average forecast of those predicting a Roosevelt victory 
gives the President 296 electoral votes out of 531 in the electoral 
college. A majority is 266. It is interesting to compare this with the 
results of a similar poll conducted by Newsweek during September 
of the 1940 presidential campaign. 


Then 34 correspondents picked Mr. Roosevelt to win and 16 
Willkie. The average of electoral votes given the President four 
years ago was 312, or 16 more than he is given in the present sur- 
vey. Actually Mr. Roosevelt received a total of 449 electoral votes, 
which showed that the correspondents, while right in the final out- 
come, were a bit conservative in estimating his strength. 


If the same rate of error is applied to the current situation, the. 
President's re-election is indicated by upwards of 400 electoral 
votes, which is just about what most Democratic organization 
leaders expect.

FOLLOW TRENDS Newsweek hit on the idea some years 

back of conducting a poll of a selected 
group of Washington correspondents for the reason that the news 
writers make a practice of following election trends closer than 
any other group, aside from the professional politicians perhaps. 


Most or many of those selected for the poll are usually assigned 
to one or the other of the two major party candidates during the 
campaign. They may take a swing across the country with Mr. 
Roosevelt on one trip and then pick up Governor Dewey on an- 
other, In that way they can be relied on to get a fairly complete 
cross-section of poftical trends. They practically live with the 
campaign from start’ to finfSh. 


If the correspondents prove wrong this time, it will be the first 
time a majority of them have failed to call the correct turn on a 
presidential contest. 


Some time in October, or later on in the campaign, the same 
group will be called upon to give a final forecast. Unless there is 
some marked change in the war situation by then, however, the 
final preview is not expected to vary a great deal from the results 
shown in the current survey.

Recent Revolts Indicate Hitler Myth Exploding 


It is clear that the main évent in Germany was not the attempt 
on Hitler’s life but the revolt of patriotic forces, chiefly in the army. 
The incident in Hitler’s headquarters, if it happened, was only used 


to expose and liquidate this revolt. 


It is furthermore clear that 


Himmler’s first attempt to head off and suppress this revolt by the 


killing of five German officers was 
unsuccessful. Otherwise it would 
not have been necessary to enlarge 
the purge and beyond the ranks 
of the army. It must be recalled 
that on July 20, Hitler said, “The 
mutiny, of a very few men, has 
been quelled.” 


The.new purge and its trials 
will also not quell the mutiny. For 
it is not a conventional mutiny but 
a primeval explosion. 


We are impeded in understand- 
ing clearly what is happening by 
the nonsense that has been put out 
by a chorus of publicists, many of 
them, I regret to say, in the Writ- 
ers’ War Board. 


They have concocted a mythical 
picture of the last war, this war, 
and even the next war. According 
to them, the general staff, which 


conducted the last war; retired be- 


hind the facade of a collaborating 
German republic and for 20 years 
secretly planned this war. Hitler 
was merely a stooge and popular 
front of these conspirators, who, 
at the convenient moment released 
this war on an unsuspecting world. 
In due time, according to this 
myth, they would retire their will- 
ing stooge, put forward more. ac- 
ceptable persons, win an easy 
peace, and go underground to plot 
the next war. 


WANT PEACE 

Now what do we actually see? 
A group of generals and others 
are attempting to overthrow Hitler 
and get peace. They know the 
terms are “unconditional surren- 
der.” They know the war cannot 
be continued, after the overthrow. 
Unconditional surrender puts the 
whole future of Germany into the 
hands of the Allies. The generals 
prefer this to continuing with Hit- 
ler. But their “stooge” is not act- 
ing according to the myth, He is 
murdering his chief staff officers, 
wildly and ruthlessly. And just 
how from their graves they are 
going to plot the next war is not 
clear, 

The story is much simpler than 
plotters of detective stories want 


to make it. Hitler put himself in 
power with a mass government. 
Many persons from all classes col- 
laborated with him to this end, and 
for as great a variety of reasons 
as there are human motives and 
errors, Some persons from all 
classes opposed him, also for a va- 
riety of motives. Some people 
started with Hitler and deserted 
him when they discovered what 
his purposes really were. And 
these also came from all classes. 
Some people opposed this war 
from the béginning, and some of 
these were high in the general 
staff. They were, notably, Ger- 
many'’s most brilliant strategist, 
Col. Gen. Ludwig Beck, who re- 
signed in the fall of 1938, some 
months after the resignation for 
the same reason of Col. Gen. Wer- 
ner von Fritzsh. Others, who re- 
mained, followed the orders of 
Hitler—for instance, to march into 
Russia—after notifying him that it 
was against their judgment, 
WORLD KNEW 


Hitler started preparing for war 
the moment he came into power. 
Until he came into power there 
was no serious rearmament in 
Germany. After he came into 
power there was no secrecy about 
rearmament. It was performed in 
full view of the entire*world, It 
was also accomplished with the 
collaboration of most of the states 
of the world, who had all the 
méans to stop it. Some German 
generals, now dead, urged them to. 


For a source of this “secret” 
conspiracy, there is the World Al- 
manac. In 1933 Germany left the 
League of Nations and withdrew 
from the Disarmament Conference. 
In 1935 Hitler broke the Versailles 
Treaty and ordered conscription. 
The same year he signed a naval 
treaty with Britain permitting him 
to increase the navy. In 1936 
German troops reoccupied the de- 
militarized Rhineland, breaking 
the Locarno Treaty. The same 
year Hitler interfered to assist 
Franco in Spain, and signed an 
open military alliance with Italy

Life in the Infantry Is Far From a Picnic 


ON THE WESTERN FRONT—(By Wireless)—What we gave you yesterday in trying 
to describe hedgerow fighting was the general pattern. If you were to come over here and 
pick out some hedge-enclosed field at random, the fighting there probably wouldn't be 
following the general pattern at all. For each one is a little separate war, fought under 


different circumstances. 


For instance, you'll come to a 
woods instead of an open field. 
The Germans will be dug in all 
over the woods, in little groups, 
and it’s really tough to get them 
out. Often in cases like that we 
will just go around the woods 
and keep going, and let later units 
take care of those surrounded and 
doomed fellows. 

Or we'll go through the woods 
and clean it out, and another 
company coming through a couple 
of hours later, will find it full 
of Germans again. In a war like 
this one everything is in such 
confusion I don’t see how either 
side ever gets anywhere. 

Sometimes you don’t know 
where the enemy is and don’t 
know where your own troops are. 
As somebody said the other day, 
no battalion commander can give 
you the exact location of his vari- 
ous units five minutes after they 
have jumped off. 

We will by-p&ss whole pockets 
of Germans, and they will be 
there fighting. our following 
waves when our attacking com- 
panies are a couple of miles on 
beyond. Gradually the front gets 
all mixed up. There will be Ger- 
mans behind you and at the side. 
They'll be shooting at you from 
behind and from your flank. 

Sometimes a unit will get so 
far out ahead of those on either 
side that it has to swing around 
and fight to its rear. Sometimes 
we fire on our own troops, think- 
ing we are in German territory. 
You can’t see anything, and you 
can’t even tell from the sounds, 
for each side uses some of the 
other’s captured weapons. 


CO-OPERATION 

The tanks and infantry had to 
work in the closést co-operation in 
breaking through the German ring 
that tried to pin us down in the 
beachhead area. Neither could 
have done it alone. 

The troops are of two minds 
about having tanks around them. 
If you’re a foot soldier you hate 
to be near a tank, for it always 
draws fire. On the other harid, if 
the going gets tough you pfay for 
a tank to come up and start blast- 
ing with its guns. 

In our breakthrough each infan- 
try unit had tanks attached to it. 
It was the tanks and the infantry 
that broke through that ring and 
punched a hole for the armored 
divisions to go through. 

The armored divisions practical- 
ly ran amuck, racing long dis- 
tances and playing hob, once they 
got behind the German limes, but 
it was the infantry and their at- 
tached tanks that opened the gate 
for them. 

Tanks shuttled back and forth, 
from one _ field to another, 
throughout our breakthrough bat- 
tle, receiving their orders

and then the tanks would come 
up and blast’ out the bad spots of 
the opposition. 

It had been necessary for us to 
wreck almost every farmhouse 
and little village in our path. The 
Germans used them for strong 
points, or put artillery observers 
in them, and they just had to be 
blasted out. 


Most of the French farmers 
evacuated ahead of the fighting 
and filter back after it has passed. 
It is pitiful to see them come back 
to their demolished homes and 
towns, Yet it’s wonderful to see 
the grand way they take it. 


HARD LIFE 

In a long drive an infantry com- 
pany may go for a couple of days 
without letting up. Ammunition 
is carried up to it by hand, and 
occasionally by jeep. The soldiers 
sometimes eat only one K ration 


a day. They may run clear out of | 


water. Their strength is gradually 
whittled down by wounds, ex- 
haustion cases and straggling. 
Finally they will get an order 
to sit where they are and dig in.

There are days when writing a eB ii 


food column is more fun than| <3 r 


work. These are the days when 
friends of the column drop in 
bringing a favorite recipe to share 
in neighborly fashion with me, 
or to discuss some bright and 
shining new idea which has oc- 
curred to them. All good cooks 
like to collect recipes, but they 
also like to share and exchange 
ideas and culinary experiences. 
Sometimes those who have small 


or send recipes or ideas in. These 
expressions of neighborly interest 
and willingness, to share always 
please me very much. 

It was in this spirit that Mrs. 
James Andreolas, 465 Techwood 
drive, N. W., Atlanta, whose fa- 
ther and husband were born in 
Greece, came in recently bringing 
recipes for several famous Greek 
dishes she serves. These she 
thought I might like, and I did. 
Furthermore, I think they are too 
good to keep to myself, so I am 
printing a couple. 

Another day I had a recipe for 
watermelon rind pickle from Mrs. 
L. J. Halpin, of Pine Circle, N. E., 
Atlanta. This recipe, Mrs. Halpin 
says, was given her by the wife 
of the present governor of Iowa, 
Mrs. Bourke Hickenlooper, who is 
renowned in that section for her 
good cooking. Mrs. Halpin thought 
southern women might like to 
know how Iowans make water- 
melon pickle. 

But first, Mrs. Andreolas’ roast 
lamb, Greek style: 


A leg of lamb or whole shoul- 
der. Wash with warm waiter, a 
little soda added to the water 
takes away strong flavor. Wipe 
meat dry. With a small sharp 
knife make small slits and stuff 
these with: 1 onion, 1 or 2 cloves, 
garlic, chopped, salt and pepper 
and 1 teaspoon thyme. Sprinkle 
meat all over with salt and pep- 
per and roast in 350-degree oven 
without cover and without adding 
water, allowing 30 minutes to a 
pound. 

When meat is half done baste 
with the juice of 2 lemons. And 
40 minutes before cooking time is

Next 
morning rinse well, changing 
water several times. Then boil 
in water to cover 1% hours. Make 
syrup of 2 quarts vinegar, 14 cups 
sugar, 2 tablespoons whole cloves 
(tied in a bag), 2 sticks of cinna- 
mon. Boil syrup 30 minutes, then 
add ind and one small bottle of 
Maraschino cherries. Boil 45 min- 
utes. Then let stand overnight. 
Reheat and seal in sterilized jars. 

(Editor’s Note: In these days of 
sugar-saving I know you could get 
by with 10 or 12 cups of sugar 
in the above recipe. But don’t tell 
the governor’s wife I said you 
could alter her prized recipe!)

Avoid High Calorie Pitfall 
If You Want To Stay Slim 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


It is not stretching the truth to 
say that 90 per cent of all women 
diet at one time or another. But 
figures prove that only a small 
percentage live happily slim ever 
after, 

Why not keep a lovely figure? 
It’s twice as easy to stay slim as 
it was to lose the excess pound- 
age. In reducing, the daily calories 
must be cut by at least one-third 
so the stored calories can be burn- 
ed for energy. But al! you have to 
do to keep slim is not overeat. But 
it’s easy to slip back into the habit 
of overeating. For a time this may 
nof show on the scales. But as 
soon as the excess calories catch 
up with you, the scales shoot.back 


Dp. 

Your best chance to stay at nor- 
ma! weight is to exercise intelli- 
gence about eating, and stick to 
some of the reducing habits. Like 
water drinking ... make it a rule; 
_not to have over three-fourths to 
one glass of any kind of liquid 
with the meal. Water isn’t fatten- 
ing, because it has no calories, but 
excess liquids with the meal whet 
the appetite and by stretching the 
stomach actually increase your ca- 
pacity for food. Excess salt with 
a meal increases thirst, so there’s 
another tip—do not salt everything 
heavily. Ordinarily the amount of 
salt used in cooking is sufficient. 
In hot weather, however, more 
salt may be needed to replace that 
lost through perspiration. It’s a 
good plan to sprinkle a little salt 
on melons, salads, etc. 

The keeping slim menus must 


amounts needed for reducing. But 
300 to 500 more calories can be 
added in any foods desired. How- 
ever, if desserts were your down- 
fall in the first place, it’s silly 
to get right back on the carbohy- 
drate incline. The more sweets you 
eat the more sweets you want to 
eat. 


It’s best to avoid the high cal- 
orie pitfalls, it makes it so much 
easier to keep slim. Never go back 
to eating the fat part of the meat 
or to having fried meats and fried 
foods and taking the gravy. Fats 
count 100 calories per tablespoon. 
Fats are twice as fattening as 
other foods. 


Watch the bread and rolls. Have 
a slice or two of bread with a 
meal, but never more. Particular- 
ly watch out for hot breads. Re- 
member when you used to think 
nothing of eating four. or five bis- 
cuits? 

Exercise is important, too. Just 
a small amount of daily exercise, 
as little as 10 minutes a day, will 
bolster that resolution to keep a 
nice figure. Well-toned muscles 
stiffen the will power and dis- 
courage a return of the pounds. 

Make it a rule never to let the 
scales climb more than three 
pounds without putting a sharp 
curb on the calories, and never 
to let a day go by without taking 
10 minutes of exercise.

(Annette has quit three 
churches because she says she 
found hypocrites therein. And 
she now is depriving her young- 
sters of Sunday school training 
because of her fallacy in logic. 
It is a sin to let your adult 
prejudices ‘interfere with the 
proper growth and nurture of 
your child’s idealism.) 


CASE D-225: Annette B., aged 
34; is the mother of two little boys. 

“IT have read your column for 
several years and usually agree 
with your advice, Dr. Crane,” she 
announced at the opening of our 
interview. 

“But you have constantly urged 
parents to send their children to 
Sunday school. 

“T disagree with that, for I have 
seen too many hypocrites in the 
church. 

“Two or three times after we 
began reading your column, my 
husband and I started to attend 
one or another church, but we 
never went very long for we al- 
ways found hypocrites there. 

“So why do you insist that chil- 
dren be brought up in the Sunday 
school?” 

DIAGNOSIS 

Annette’s attitude is very juve- 
nile and I can prove that state- 
ment. When a youngster goes to 
kindergarten or first grade, his 
teacher stands for the whole field 
of education. 

If she wears & sourpuss face or 
is caustic and sharp tounged, then 
the child may dislike the entire 
idea of formal education. He thus 
tells his mother he hates school 
and may later try to play hookey. 

What he dislikes is not the 
school, but the principal exponent 
of the school system, namely, his 
teacher who is synonymous thereof. 

We can excuse the child’s identi- 
fication of his teacher with the 
field of pedagogy, for he has a 
mental age of only 5 or 6 years 
when he enters grammar school. 
KINDERGARTEN PARENTS 

But when a grown man or wom- 
an indulges in this juvenile fal- 
lacy of damning a church because 
he finds somebody in the congre- 
gation whom he dislikes, or whom 
he considers to be a hypocrite, 
then we cannot condone such l- 
logic. 

There are hypocrites in every 
church, and even among the 
clergy. But religion contains fun- 
damental truths in the field of 
ethics, just as mathematics in- 
cludes similar truths in that realm. 

Wouldn’t Annette be considered 
foolish if she refused to use the 
multiplication tables because some 
arithmetic teacher made a few mis- 
takes in using mathematics? 

A personal error by a professor 
does not invalidate the science 
which he is paid to teach, Annette 
and similar adults must learn to 
be logical. 

Nor does a mistake by a clergy- 
man or parishioner invalidate the 
basic merit in the Golden Rule 
of the Good Samaritan policy. 
SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

The Sunday schools are conduct- 
ed by men and women who gen- 
erously donate their time to help 
encourage idealism and unselfish- 
ness in your youngsters. 

Those teachers may arise on 
sub-zero, blizzardy mornings and 
when most of us prefer to lie abed. 
They study and plan the lessons 
for the benefit of your youngsters. 

Even if there are hypocrites in 
the church, your children are not 
likely to meet them in the Sunday 
schools, and probably would not 
recognize the hypocrisy if they 
did encounter it, so quit hamstring- 
ing the growth of practical Ideal- 
ism in your youth; simply because 
you cherish a few illogical grudges 
against the hypocrites. 

It is high time the 50 per cent 
of non-churchgoing Americans be- 
gan to recognize-that the church 
is the only regular source of mora 
instruction for American youth. 
If you think it is imperfect, then 
get out of bed on wintry mornings, 
teach a class and show how to do 
it better.

VEGETABLE COCKTAIL 


Arrange for individual service 
on 4 small lettuce leaves for each 
portion. On one leaf put 2 or 3 seg- 
ments of firm, chilled, ripe toma- 
toes; on the second a few pieces 
of crisp, curled celery; on the 
third 4 stalks of chilled canned 
or fresh asparagus, and on the 
fourth 6 or 8 small string beans, 
cooked whole, drained and chilled.

OPA To Raise 
Yarns Ceilings 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(/) 
Moving to meet requirements of 
the stabilization extension act, the 
Office of Price Administration to- 
night announced “interim” in- 
creases it will put into effect soon 
in the mill ceiling prices of cot- 


ton materials used ‘or such end 
products as underwear, men’s and 
children’s socks, upholstery and 
draperies. 

Further study will be required, 
OPA said, to determine whether 
an increase in retail prices for 
such items will be necessary. 

The new mill price schedule pro- 
vides an increase of approximate- 
ly 10 to 15 per cent in the ceilings 
on combed cotton yarns and a 
boost of about 71-2 per cent in 
prices for carded cotton yarns. It 
also allows a hike of 21-2 cents a 
pound in ceiling prices for cotton 
Class A print cloth “in the grey,” 
as well as for.certain other print 
cloth yarn fabrics. 

The agency said that when the 
new prices are officially issued, 
the interim ceilings for yarns and 
Classe A print cloth will be retro- 
active to June 30, the effective 
date of the price control exten- 
sion act,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
Substitution of a “states’ rights” 
bill for legislation to set up fed- 
eral standards of postwar unem- 
ployment compensation was at- 
tributed by Sen. Hatch, Democrat, 
New Mexico, today to “Republi- 
can control” of the senate. 

Rejecting all attempts to com- 
promise, a Republican-southern 
Democratic coalition Friday passed 
a reconversion bill sponsored by 
Sen. George, Democrat, Georgia, 
after véting down, 49 to 25, the 
Kilgore-Murray measure under 
which jobless payments would be 
set by congress, 

George told newsmen no com- 
promise was possible on the basis 
of the labor-supported Murray- 
Kilgore bill because “it would up- 
set veterans’ edministration juris- 
diction over returning soldiery and 
upset state unemployment sys- 
tems upon whose experience we 
must rely.” 

“There is little basis for ap- 
prehension that there will be im- 
mediate widespread unemploy- 
ment if we move promptly for 
reconversion,” George said. 

Chairman Reynolds, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the senate mili- 
tary committee, threatened mean- 
while to seek an amendment of 


less government agencies move to 
provide price ceiling adjustments 
for industries as soon as they re- 
sume civilian production. 

“All studies of the reconversion 
problem convince me that there 
is too much of a tendency to give 
lip service to increased produc- 
tion, and at the same time actually 
retard it by tight profit and price 
controls,” he said in a statement.

its fate raised fresh obstacles to- 
day for an agreement on Polish 
unity between the government-in- 
exile and the Russian-backed Na- 
tional Committee of Liberation. 

The Soviet government, through 
the official news agency Tass, dis- 
claimed all responsibility for the 
premature insurrection in War- 
saw, where Gen. Bor’s patriot 
troops are ringed by German 
forces, while the Red army ham- 
mers at the suburbs. 

“No attempts to notify and co- 
ordinate any events in Warsaw 
with the Soviet command were 
even made by Polish emigrant 
circles,” Tass asserted. “The re- 
sponsibility for things happening 
in Warsaw rests entirely upon 
Polish emigrant circles in Lon- 
don.” 

All Moscow newspapers print- 
ed a London dispatch quoting 
Daily Worker charges that Gen. 
Kazimierz Sosnkowski, comman- 
der-in-chief of the exile Polish 
army, after visiting Rome in an 
attempt to carry on anti-Soviet in- 
trigues in the Vatican, ordered the 
Warsaw uprising to snatch credit 
for the capital’s liberation from 
the Red army and its Polish corps. 

This account declared that the 
Warsaw population was misled 
into thinking Sosnkowski’s agents 
were in close touch with Red 
forces at the eastern gates, and as 
a result the patriots suffered 
heavy losses. 

Meanwhile, the National Com- 
mittee of Liberation is firmly or- 
ganizing civil administration, po- 
lice and political life in liberated 
Polish territory with the backing 
of the Red army.

formulas.

This will speed the process, 
OPA sources said, and give field 
officials training for the flood of 
pricing activity expected when 
large-scale reconversion begins.

Longnecker said the truckers, 
who walked out more than a 
week ago when employers re- 
fused to pay a seven-cent-an-hour 
wage increase ordered by the 
WLB, would receive the increase 
under government operation. 


Sidney’ Brennan, secretary- 
treasurer of Drivers’ Local 544, 
and Gordon Conklin, president of 
Local 120, representing the Twin 
City area, said their men would 
go back to work today, but that 
the independent operators would 
have to sign up for the wage in- 
crease “before our men take their 
trucks out.” 

In Detroit two major labor dis- 
putes involving 7,000 striking Gen- 
eral Motors Chevrolet gear and 
axle workers and 3,300 employes 
of the Briggs Manufacturing Com- 
pany were. reported settled over 
the week-end.
